Ludwig’s Angina a Mouth Infection 


Bt HERMAN N Rt'NDF.SEN. M D 


I-UDWIG’S angina is no t an 
unco mmo n diso rder. This is the 
co nditio n in which there is severe 
infectio n o f the mo uth and the tis­ 
sues in the neck. The infectio n fre­ 
quently starts in an infected to o th, 
mo « t o ften in the last to o th o r 
third lo wer mo lar. It wo uld ap­ 
pear also , acco rding to Do cto rs 
Jo hn F arr and E. D. Stanho pe o f 
England, that a lack o f vitamin C 
in the bo dy is a co ntributing cause 
fo r this co nditio n. 
The sy mpto ms o f Iaidwig’s an­ 
gina co nsist o f an infectio n in the 
flo o r o f the mo uth which causes 
a « welling o f the tissues and which 
then causes 
the to ngue to he 
raised, in severe cases even to 
stick o ut o f the mo uth. There may 
be so me sho rtness o f breath, diffi­ 
culty in swallo wing due to the 
swelling o f the tissues, and pres­ 
sure o n the windpipe and eso ph­ 
agus. The latter is the tube which 
leads fro m the mo uth to the sto m­ 
ach. There is also a widespread, 
tender swelling beneath the jaw. 
It is this swelling which pro duces 
pressure o n the windpipe. 


Simple Surgery 


Do cto rs F arr and Stanho pe be­ 
lieve that u’hen the sy mpto ms are 
present there sho uld he no delay 
in carry ing o ut treatment, and 
they favo r a simple surgical meth­ 
o d o f caring fo r the co nditio n. The 
o peratio n which they use co nsists 
in the making o f a cut abo ut o ne 
inch belo w the lo wer jaw ho ne. 
This permits the infected mate­ 
rials present to drain o ut and re­ 
lieve the pressure and o ther sy mp­ 
to ms. A drain is intro duced in the 
o pening which, o f co urse, hastens 
the discharge o f infected mate­ 
rials. 


Naturally the sulfo namide drugs 
have 
been 
excellently 
used 
in 
treating 
Ludwig’s 
angina, 
but 
Do cto rs F arr and Stanho pe think 
these drugs sho uld he used o nly as 
an auxiliary fo rm o f treatment, 
and chief reliance placed o n the 
o peratio n. If germs which fo rm 
gas predo minate in the infectio n, 
which is sho wn by swelling o f the 
tissues, it may be wisest to apply 


hy dro gen pero xide o r zinc p« r- 
o xide to wash o u t the wo und. 
Vaseline Dressing 
On the fo u rth to sixth day after 
o peratio n, the drainage tube is re­ 
mo ved and the wo und kept dressed 
with vaseline dressings which are 
changed when necessary . 
A scar, o f co urse, is left, bu t in 
practically all instances the scar 
hns no t been an excessively no ­ 
ticeable o ne. 
Ludwig's angina is a dangero us 
diso rder. Every effo rt sho uld be 
made to keep it fro m o ccurring by 
taking pro per care o f the teeth 
and 
by pro mptly treating any 
mo uth diso rders. Sho uld the co n­ 
ditio n develo p, pro m pt treatm ent 
is impo rtant. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
C. N .:—W hat eauses puffinesa 
u nder the ey es? 
Answ er: — Puffiness u nder the 
ey elids frequ ently co mes fro m a 
lack o f rest and sleep. If y o u are 
getting sufficient rest and ere tak­ 
ing the pro per exercise each day , 
and tho puffiness still persists, it 
may he because there is so me dis­ 
tu rbance in the w ater balance in 
the bo dy . There is no need to wo rry 
abo ut this m atter, fo r it can cause 
no tro uble.

R. D.:— Is bleeding fro m the 
nipple a sign o f cancer? The wo m­ 
an is fo rty -six and has no pain o r 
o ther sign o f a lump. 
A nsw er: — Bleeding fro m the 
nipple is no t necessarily a sign o f 
cancer. Ho wever, it is a sy mpto m 
which demands investigatio n, since 
it may indicate so me infectio n o f 
the breast o r the presence o f so me 
benign ty pe o f tum o r. 


T. E*:—Will y o u please tell me 
the cause o f piles? Can they be 
cured permanently o r ju st re­ 
lieved? Are there injectio ns fo r 
this? 
Answer:—The cause o f piles is 
no t definitely kno wn. Co nstipatio n 
and straining while having a bo wel 
mo vement are co ntributing causes. 
An o peratio n seems to be the mo st 
satisfacto ry ty pe o f cure. Injec­ 
tio ns given aro und the piles ar« 
o ften useful. Piles can be perma­ 
nently cured.
